Behind the Colour Party came 
the Wreath Laying Party which was 
made up of Air-Vice Marshal G. 
Pidcock, CB, CBE, RAF (Retd.), 
Mr. John Tyndall (Chairman of the 
NF’s National Directorate), the Rev. 
Brian Green, Squadron Leader J. 
Harrison-Broadley, DFC (the NF 
candidate in the recent Hove Parlia¬ 
mentary By-election), and Wing 
Commander Lewis-Whittam. 

Then came the Branches, 
Groups and supporters drawn up in 
a thousand long column. 

The march proceeded at a 
brisk but dignified pace from Vic¬ 
toria Street to the Cenotaph. Here 
the Colour Party formed a square of 
flags and the ceremony began with 
buglers sounding the last post. A 
two-minute silence was then ob¬ 
served and broken by the buglers 
sounding reveille. Air Vice Marshal 
Pidcock laid the wreath which was 
inscribed in grateful memory of the 
Servicemen and Women of the 


United Kingdom and the other 
British nations who gave their lives 
in the two world wars. 

The assembly then stood in 
contemplative silence as the Pipe 
Major played the haunting and 
poignant strains of the lament, 
Flowers of the Forest. This was 
followed by a short service con¬ 
ducted by the Rev. Brian Green 
who then led the parade in singing 
O God Our Help in Ages Past. With 
this the ceremony was concluded 
and the parade marched off to 
Trafalgar Square. An indoor meeting 
held in a theatre nearby was 
addressed by Mr. J. Kingsley Read, 
Wing Commander Lewis-Whittam, 
Mr. Roy Painter, Mr. Walter Barton, 
Mr. Martin Webster and Mr. John 
Tyndall. Speakers praised the spirit 
of patriotism and sacrifice that had 
inspired those who had fallen, only 
to be betrayed — as we all have — 
by our own politicians. 


Martin Webster’s speech was 
interrupted by the sudden illness of 
a young member. In spite of being 
partially handicapped he had come 
to London from Jarrow to take part 
in the march. Martin Webster said 
that this was indicative of the spirit 
and courage to be found in the 
National Front. In the 1930s the 
men of Jarrow had been reduced to 
destitution and anguish by the 
schemes of International Finance. 

They had taken to the streets in 
their famous march but they had 
never been given a satisfactory ex¬ 
planation for their plight. We had 
found that explanation, however, 
and the same determination which 
had inspired the Jarrow marchers 
was now inspiring the ranks of the 
National Front. 

Attention was also drawn to 
the amazing growth in the size of 
the annual event. The National 
Front commenced to march to the 
Cenotaph in the year when the 
organisers of the official ceremony 
had declined to lay a wreath in 
memory of the Servicemen of 
Rhodesia. This first march had 
been attended by only thirty people. 

In the space of a few years this had 
grown to over four thousand. 

No report of the march or 
meeting was carried on any broad¬ 
casting network or appeared in any

THE ‘British’ press is a prime example of how monopoly 
capitalism and its Marxist tools co-operate to deny a hearing 
to genuinely revolutionary movements such as the National 
Front. 

One of the largest publishing monopolies is that con¬ 
trolled by Lazard Brothers, the International Financiers, 
through the holding company of S. Pearson and Son Ltd. 
This vast finance-industrial-publishing congolmerate comprises 
of literally hundreds of newspapers, magazines, press agencies 
and publishing companies and these take up more than 
20 column inches of small print in the 1970 edition of the 
authoritative Who Owns Whom . 

They include The Financial 
Times, The Economist, The Banker, 

The Birmingham Post, The Oxford 
Mail, The Catholic Herald, York¬ 
shire Television Ltd., The National 
Press Agency Ltd., The Longman 
Group of Publishing Companies 
Ltd., and Penguin Books Ltd. - the 
largest publisher of Marxist literature 
in Britain. 

Much of Lazard’s power is 
concentrated in the Westminster 
Press Group which owns over 
seventy papers including the 
Brighton Evening Argus and the 
Bradford Telegraph and Argus. 

Prominent on the boards of the 


Westminster Press Group and S. 
Pearson and Son Ltd., is Mr. W. B. 
Morrell, who, as Chairman of the 
Rowntree Charitable Trust, was res¬ 
ponsible for the donation of 
thousands of pounds worth of aid 
to FRELIMO - the Communist 
terrorist organisation in Angola. 

Also on the board of the 
Westminster Press Group is the 
notorious Race Relations Industry 
hack Mr. Jim Rose. Mr. Rose was 
author of the book Colour and 
Citizenship published jointly by 
Penguin Books and the Big Business

Institute of Race Relations. 

The anti-national objectives of 
this and similar enterprises con¬ 
trolled by international capitalism 
are only too willingly served by the 
host of liberal’ and so-called ‘revo¬ 
lutionary Socialists’ who are 
employed as journalists. In his book 
Because They ’re Black the race 
relations correspondent for the 
Sunday Times, Derek Humphrey, 
admitted: “It is an unwritten rule in 
British journalism to print as little 
as possible about extreme right-wing 
(sic) organisations because the pub¬ 
licity only helps them to recruit 
members.” Humphrey went on to 
say that the silent approach had not 
been successful enough and that a 
smear approach would have to be 
adopted.

Peckham in order to build the 
complex. 


PROPERTY DEVELOPERS 

On November 21 the Council’s 
68 Labour to 2 Conservative coun¬ 
cillors assembled to allow the biggest 
redevelopment London has ever 
seen by giving away the right to 
transform a vast area of the borough 
to a tiny handful of property com¬ 
panies. 

Over a mile of wharves, ware¬ 
houses and factories is to be replaced 
by the biggest concentration of 
office blocks outside the City — 
representing, according to the Daily 
Telegraph , an eventual profit to 
their owners of over £500 million. 

These developments will, no 
doubt, provide Southwark residents 
with something to look at while 
they wait for Heath’s Better 
Tomorrow.
